Los Angeles, in speaking to Sier¬ 
ra Mladre Kiwanlans at their 
meeting Tuesday. 

Twenty-two hundred FBI 
agents are now working through 
I fifty-four regional offices seeking 
to control .sabotage and espion- 
1 age in addition to their regular 
work with the bureau, he siad. 

"Special investigations have 
been conducted in all major in¬ 
dustrial plants, and anti sabotage 
recommendations have been made 
by the FBI to industrial leaders,” 
the speaker said, citing cases 
where valuable blue prints have 
been either exposed or entrusted 
to the care of new and relatively 
unknown employees in some of 
the most important defense 
plants. 

Mr. Dailey said that in order 
to qualify as an FBI agent an 
applicant must be either a gradu¬ 
ate lawyer or an accountant with 
at least three years experience, 
though at the present time need 
of accomplished linguists has led 
to the modification of this ruling. 

The relatively exact means of 
identifying criminals through 
fingerprints has developed from 
the first experiment in finger¬ 
printing introduced at Sing Sing 
in 1903, he said. There are now 
17 million sets of prints on file 
at Washington, in addition to the 
civil identification file which has 
been developed since 1933. 

Mr. Dailey was introduced by 
Chief of Police Gordon McMillan 
who spoke briefly of the assist¬ 
ance given to municipal law en¬ 
forcement officer- by the FBI 
through the establishment of the 
National Police Academy at 
Washington, from where region- j 
al training courses for peace of-1 
ficers are conducted.

Emphasis was placed by Gen. 
Donovan on the "patriotic service 
to be derived from such a pro¬ 
cedure as well as the general im¬ 
provement of health" where men 
who find they have physical de¬ 
fects take steps to have them 
corrected. "If registrants will as¬ 
sure themselves that they con¬ 
form with general physical stand¬ 
ards they will have taken a ma¬ 
terial step toward preparing them¬ 
selves for training," declares Gen¬ 
eral Donovan. 


Bonded debt of the City of 
Sierra Madre totalled $203,200 on 
June 30, 1940, and average $57.45 
for each and every one of the 
4,581 men, women and children in 
the city, a study of the per 
capita debt of California's 288 
cities, just completed by Cali¬ 
fornia Taxpayers’ association, 
shows. 

The city ranked 30th from the 
highest in bonded debt per capita, 
the study, based on the 1940 
census population figures, showed. 
Indebtedness of the county, school 
and special districts, the state, 
and the federal government are 
not included in the figures the as-! 
ociation stated. 

Eleven California cities owed 
bonded indebtedness which 
amounted to more than $100 per 
capita, the association found. Six 
reported bonded debt which ave¬ 
raged less than $1 per capita. 
Forty cities showed no municipal; 
bonded debt outstanding on June 
30, 1940. 

“Every idea for new public! 
buildings or expansion of any j 
governmental unit’s capital out¬ 
lay program, whether to be fi¬ 
nanced by a bond issue or by a 
tax levy, should be abandoned 
until absolute need is plain— and 
certainly for the duration of the 
national emergency," the Taxpay¬ 
ers' organization declared. "In 
this way, the resources of the 
nation can be devoted to national 
defense and, in addition, a back¬ 
log of necessary work accumu¬ 
lated for the time when the de¬ 
fense effort is completed. 

"As taxpayers and every per¬ 
son in California is a taxpayer 
whether he knows it or not— it 
Is our patriotic duty to see to 
it that our governments do at 
least this much to free our ef¬ 
forts for defense.”

Winter Rains And Moun 
tain Snow Give City 
Unprecedented Supply 


Last winter's exceptionally 
heavy rainfall supplemented by 
plenty of mountain snow has re¬ 
plenished the streams and under¬ 
ground water supply to such a 
degree that six and one half mil¬ 
lion cubic feet of water are flow¬ 
ing into the weir house of the 
water department in the Canyon 
each month, in comparison with 
the regular flow of one and a 
half million cubic feet a month, 
according to Joseph Swanson, ot 
the water department. 

This natural .supply of gravity 
water has decreased the necessity 
of pumping, and at the present 
time tlva water level is 144 feet 
at the city’s numl r 1 well, 
equaling the highest i ,*el for any 
previous year.

State’s Taxpayers 
Finally Get Some 
Cheerful News 


Legislation just signed by Gov 
Culbert Olson which becomes ef- 
| fective In August makes it roan- 
j ditory to refuse a driver’s license 
to any person who, after Decem¬ 
ber 31, has been convicted three 
times of drunken driving. 

Under existing laws, when a 
person is convicted of driving 
while intoxicated his license is 
sent to Sacramento and then a 
probationary license is issued. 
However, after a period of time 
this license can be turned in and 
a regular drivers license Issued. 

The new law, a traffic safety 
measure, will remove the habitual 
intoxicated driver from the high¬ 
way entirely. 

There are two more important 
changes in tnc traffic laws that 
will become effective soon. 

One increases the prima facie 
speed limits on the highways 
from 45 to 55 mils an hour and 
the second permits the increase 
of the speed limit in certain 25- 
mile zones to 35 or even 45 miles 
an hour. 

State highway officials and 
local officers point out, however, 
that careful driving only permits 
the increased speed limit and that 
to attempt this mileage where 
there is not a clear highway will 
be considered reckless driving and 
tli driver taken into custody. 


State Controller Harry B. Riley 
announced today that the State 
of California, with the greatest 
annual income In its history, 
trimmed its General Fund cash 
deficiency $20,377,573 in the fiscal 
year which ended last June 30. 

T 1 - State’s income hit a record 
pea., of $195,206,854 ;n the year 
just ended, Riley said, an in¬ 
crease of $21,739,764 over the 
previous high of $173,467,130 
reached in the previous fiscal 
year. 

Controller Riley said the cash 
deficiency, which stood at 082,- 
110,559 a year earlier, had 
dropped to $61,732,986 on June 
30 of this year. 

The favorable trend resulted 
primarily from a $15,312,957 in¬ 
crease in sales tax revenue and 
a $26,086,093 drop in expendi¬ 
tures for unemployment relief. 
State revenue from ail sources 
was greater in the year Just end¬ 
ed than in the preceding year, 
Riley said. The sale? tax yielded 
an unprecedented $06,417,384. 

Bank and corporation taxes 
were up $2,394,336; inheritance 
taxes, $919,511; liquor taxes and 
licenses, $867,277; personal in¬ 
come taxes, $691,948; motor ve¬ 
hicle license fees, $395,942; gift 
taxes, $340,911; motor vehicle 
transportation taxes, $247,486; in¬ 
surance companies taxes, $213,- 
415; private car taxes, $8,471; 
'and miscellaneous revenue, $347,- 
510. 

Expenditures for the year to¬ 
taled $176,498,523 as compare/) 
with $200,866,567 in 1939-40, a 
drop of $24,368,044. 


Taxpayers Soften 
Blow Of New Taxes 
By Buying US Bonds 


The new United States Trea¬ 
sury tax saving plan for making 
next year's Increased Income tax 
payments less painful will go 
into effect Friday, Nat Rogan, 
collector of internal revenue, an¬ 
nounced last night. 

Under the arrangements, tax¬ 
payers may purchase Treasury 
notes to be used next year in 
paying income taxes. 

The notes, to be available at 
all banks and the United States 
Treasury, will be in two series: 
Series A, of $25, $50 and $100 
■denominations; bearing approxi¬ 
mately 1.92 per cent interest and 
limited to $1200 to any one tax¬ 
payer; and Series B, in denomi¬ 
nations from $100 to $100,000, 
bearing slightly less than one- 
half of 1 per cent interest, 
amount unlimited. To be issued 
for two years, may be used in 
paying current or back taxes.

In exchange for mo¬ 
mentary higher pay, they lose 
sonority In their former positions, 
lose months which could be de¬ 
voted to acquiring valuable ex- 
T erwnce at their regular jobs, 
and lose the security to which 
faithful employment would have 
entitled them. 

Administrative officials, 
charged with the hiring of white 
collar employees in the defense 
set-up, have themselves been 
forced to warn applicants aiready 
emnloyed against deserting per¬ 
manent jobs. They stress the fact 
that defense positions are strict¬ 
ly “for the duration.” 

These signposts say clearly 
enough that todav’s “greener pas¬ 
ture” will not long remain so, a 
fact which gives us reason to 
hop*'- more of California’s perma¬ 
nently employed will look before 
they leap. They at least, owe 
that to themge'ves before making j 
so great a decision.

The American people are going 
I to have more money to spend 
this yaer than in any previous 
year in history, judging by the 
present output of wiages and sal¬ 
aries. At the present rate, reports 
the Dept, of Commerce, the na¬ 
tional income will have soared 
to 86 billion dollars by the end 
of the year. And this record- 
breaking figure comes at a time 
when there are fewer consumer 
goods available to spend those 
billions on than in previous years. 
If unchecked, this situation is the 
breeding ground of inflation and 
sky-rocketing priees. Fortunately, 
the nation’s World War exper¬ 
ience was not acquired in vain. 
In these critical days, la vital ser¬ 
vice is being rendered by the 
foresight of merchants who are 
aggressively fighting profiteering, 
speculation, "scare” advertising 
and price inflation. Naturally, the 
best cure for inflation is an 
enormous increase in every kind 
of consumer goods, a course that 
today is out of the question when 
armament production has the 
first call. 


Only one out of every 200 
American voters has any idea of 
the cost of the last war. This 
startling conclusion, drawn from 
a recent Gallup poll, leads to an¬ 
other question. Do you have any 
idea of how much the United 
States is spending for defense ? 
Secretary Morgenthau reports 
that the federal government spent 
$6,048,000,000 for defence during 
the year completed June 30, 1941, 
compared with $1,559,000,000 for 
1940. A graph of the trend of 
federal spending for defense this 
year land during the years to 
come would follow the course of 
a rocket ship to Mars. And fed¬ 
eral taxes to pay for these ex¬ 
penditures must, with perhaps a 
time lag, follow almost the same 
course. 


Education which is not lead¬ 
ership is no education at all,” 
said Carr, "but only a process of 
grubby fact-collecting . . a hyp¬ 
nosis of the intellect. And leid- 
ership without education is noth¬ 
ing but a little showy strutting 
at the head of a procession; the 
exercise of petty, brief authority 
over those who are powerless to 
re-ist.” 

Educators who believe in our 
type of society might well find 
more places in public affairs.
